The Scat oi Govcrnaicut. 

Tho moetioir last ovoiiing at tho 
thoatro was ono of tho largest and 
most respoctablo gatherings over hold 
hero. Tho remarks of tho speakers 
wero genorally woll-timed and torn* 
Derate, but toroiblo and resolute. Tne 
proposition to lo'vVQ tho question for 
the Council to settle wo consider a 
fair rnd honorable ono. Of all the 
popular members only ono — tho repre- 
sentative of New Westminster — would 
vote against a proposition for tho ro- 
moval of tho soat of Government to a 
place so admirably adapted by nature 
for tho capital of the United Colonies 
as Victoria, And the official mombers, 
if uuf'ottorod in their action, must de- 
cide, qui to as unanimously, in favor 
of Victoria. From Cariboo to Yalo, 
on tho mainland, and from Capo Mudgo 
to Victoria, on tlio Island, tho de- 
cision is already given in favor ol 
establishing tho soat of Govern- 
ment hero. Can tho Governor turn 
a deaf oar to tho petitions that will 
soon reach him from ovory quarter 'i 
Can ho forget his pledge to govern 
according to tho " woll-uudorstood 
wishes of tho people ?" Wo think not. 
Wo beliovo that His Excolloncy will 
accede to the demand of tho popular 
voico, and that, if it bo proporly 
brought to his uttontion, ho will lay 
tho matter boforo the Council at its 
first Bitting. This action would re- 
lievo him of responsibility in tho 
promises, and would placo the 
weight on the uhouldors of tho Legis- 
lative Councillors. Thoro is no timo to 
bo lost. Tho Council will moot on the 
24th instant, and, in tho meantime, 
tho question should bo brought pro- 
minently to tho notico of tho Gov- 
ernor.

The theatro was fillod to its utmost ca- 
pacity lust evening, upon the call &f tho 
Mayor by the citizens of Vancouver IslaDtl, 
and residents from Cariboo and other parts 
of the mainland, who had gathered to discuss 
the question ol a chango of tho Sent of 
Government. 

His Worship Mayor Maodonald, took the 
chair at 8:15 o'clock. Among the gentlemen 
on the platform were : lion. R. Finlaysoo, 
Hon. Amor DeCosmos, Hon Ur Helmcken, 
Mr Franklin, Mr Uiog, Dr (Jurrall (ot Naoai- 
mo), Mr Cuchrane, Mr Drake, Mr Burnaby, 
Mr Robertson, Councillors Gowen, Lewis, 
Lazello, Hibbard and Gibbs. 

The meeting having been called to order, 
Mr Win. Leigh was appointed Secretary. 

Hon. Mr Finlaysoo moved the first resolu- 
tion, which read as lollows : 

Resolved — That in the opioion of this 
meeting, tho seat of Government should 
be located where it will meet with the con- 
currence of, and afford the greatest aocjuio- 
dtilion lo tho majority of the inhabitants of 
the Colony. 

Mr Finlaysoo said that Victoria was the 
most eligible placo lor the location of the 
Capital, and lhal it would be a waste ol 
money to erect buildings elsewhero now. 
When tho Colony was more udvanced, the 
Capital might lu removed to niiirio part in 
thu interior, but at present llic requirements 
of the Ooluoy demanded that Hie seat of 
Government should be here (cheers). 

Dr Carrall, ol Nunaimo, had tjreu.t pleasure 
in seconding tne resolution. He hud no iu- 
tcrestK in Victoria or in New Westminster. 
His interests were in Nanaimo, hut ho had 
no jealousy in favor ol that town us the 
capital. He would lay aside all personal in- 
terest, arid could truthfully pronounce Vic- 
toria to bo the handsomest place he had seen 
on tlio continent, and contained some id the 
best men he had ever met |applnuse], Lei 
tho people say where the eapilu.1 should be, 
and let us abide by tlie consequences. II 
thu majority ol the people outside ul Victo- 
ria chose iSIeiv Westminster as Hie capital, 
Vicioria would bow to the decision ; and it 
Victoria was chosen, ihe choice would be 
celebrated in u proper manner. Let l. e 
people, through their representatives, say 
where the capital shall be japplausej. 

The resolution was earned with only one 
hand raised in opposition, 

Mr Robert Rurnaby moved the second 
resolution, us follows : 

Resolved — That in the opinion ol tins 
meeiing, Victoiia is the most suitable place 
that can be selected lor the tieat pi Gov- 
ernment, and that its selection lor that put' 
pose would meet with the concurrence ol the 
majority of Ihe inhabitants ol the Colony, 
whether they reside ou the mainland, or on 
the island. 

Mr Burnaby continued that His Ex- 
cellency had stated that lie could only 
be governed by tho well understood 
wishes of tbe people, and he [Mr BurnabyJ 
was su:e that tho voice ol the whole people 
from Cariboo to Victoria would be brought 
to bear upon this question. Tlio discussions 
should be temper. no but forcible. He was 
opposed to political agitation— it had been the 
curse of the Colony in the past. Hut 
popular views sin. old always bo expressed 
in a determined and lorctblo manner. 
Capital had been invested here because it 
was believed that Victoria was the natuial 
place lor the capital, arid Ihe place at which 
the commerce ol the country would virtually 
centre. Ho maintained that all wnom ho 
saw ui'ouud bim had invested their 
moans here with that understanding, (ap- 
plause) Every interest — mercantile, manu- 
facturing acd church — had centered lure as 
tho natural point lor commerce and tho scut 
of government. Of course the cupital could 
,iot be removed without some interests being 
Sacrificed ; but it was the intercuts of the many 
of Victoria and Vancouver Island that must 
be studied and preserved, oven at suir.a loss 
to tho smaller communities elsewhere. 
The interests ol Ihe largest number ol people 
and the creates i .mount of cupital must be 
considered in dealing with thu question, il 
injustice bo done lo any section, let compen- 
sation bo made lo the people complaining, if 
it oco bo shown that they have suffered any 
injury * Ttiero was scarcely room lor two largo 
•eaporl cities on this const of JJritisii North 
America. If New Westminster and Vies 
toriu continued lo pull in opposite directions, 



they would be like the two men who went to 
law about a cow. The man who lost it ap* 
pealed, and wou it in a higher court ; it was 
carried to a higher tribunal, and finally the 
litigants lost all their money, and the cow 
was sold lor costs [laughterj. A very 
funny piint was got out to illustrate the 
case ; there were tho two men — ono pulling 
at the tail, and the other at tho bead of the 
animal, and a lawyer silting down milk- 
ing tho cow [langbterL If the two 
cities went on pulling against each other, 
the colony would be tho cow, and Brother 
Jonathan would milk iti |great laughtcr| 
If the business ot the Colony was 10 be 
carried on thero must be convionent offices ; 
wo have them here and they have none at 
New Westminster. The colony could not 
afford lo build new ones and the government 
should not bo allowed to let Ihe buildings 
here go to rack and ruin and expend 
money in erecting others elsewhere. It had 
been said that the capitul was fixed by law 
at New Westminster. But it was located 
;here when a different state ol aDaira existed. 
Before Union it was necessary thai a place 
should be chosen for the seat of government 
on the mainland ; hut there Was no engage- 
ment or obligation given that il should re- 
main there alter Union. If it was continued 
at that point the policy would ho unjust, 
unequal and foolish, and would bring both 
sections to griol'. (upplause) Tlio people 
should expnss *.heir opiuion that the matter 
should be iett to the free and open voico of 
the people— that it should be left to the un- 
trammelled and unfettered authority of the 
Cuunciiiors. II that wero done ho was si re 
that tho intelligence of tho people would 
be satisfied and their senso of justice also, 
(applause) He called on Mr Robertson to 
speak us to the feeling on tho mainland. 
Let the people hold together linn and last. 
Trust the government us long us they will 
carry out the wishes of tho people. If they 
fail, lot the people unite and opposo them, 
(prolonged applause) 

Mr A. R- Robertson came forwaid to 
second the resolution, saying that he con- 
ceived it to be the boundon duty ot overy 
citizen to do what he could to advance Ihe 
interests of his adopted country. He bo- 
lieved His Excellency would net in accord- 
ance with the well understood wishes of the 
people [applause]. He drew this belief from 
the letters and expressions of Governor Sey- 
mour sir.ee his return to the Colony. Boldly 
and deliberately, tlio speaker said, he would 
assert, that with the exception of tho few 
who had interests in New Westminster, tbe 
minors to a man were in favor of Victoi ia as 
the capital [applause], ft was impossible that 
thero could be too largo cities; and if we 
wished to build up oue wo must concentrate 
our exertions to build up Victoria [renewed 
applause]. Tho Americans had shown at Bit.' 
Bend what they could do towards supplying 
tho Colony. If thoy could do this with a 
section, what would they not do if the whole 
trade of tho Colony lay ul their command? 
And the Americans could place the whole 
Colony under tribute to them if tho mer- 
chants ol Victoria were driven to seek a 
location elsewhere. The speaker alluded to 
the want of capital to carry on mining rper- 
ations, and applying that want to our present 
position, said that the only way we could in- 
spire the English public aDtl capitalists wiih 
confidence was by building up Victoria. The 
best test of the prosperity of the country 
would be (or tho Government to show one 
prosperous, thriving city, [Applause] Jl 
New Westminster were mutle the capital, 
unolher blow would be struck at Victoria 
without doing auy permanent good tor Now 
Westminster. Thu naval station was here 
and must remain here. Capt Richards 
gave it as his opinion that the head ol 
navigation ivus,at Victoria. Il was practi- 
cable to take sea-going vessels lo New 
Westminster, but it was not a passage that 
a man who cared much for his vessel or his 
reputation would cure about making. [Ap- 
plause | Mr Robertson again expressed his 
entire confidence i.i tho Government, and 
said that in weighing the rights ol Vicioria 
and New Westminster in the scale, the 
latter's rights to tbe capital were " lighter 
than a feather shaken from the linnet's wing." 
Mr Robertson retired amid much ap- 
plause. 

Mr Pid well here spoke from the body ol 
the theatre, but was required to mount the 
latform. tie merely wished to say that

He believed that 
the white population of this Island does not 
now exceed 3000 (!) peoplo and British Co- 
lumbia 2000 (?) ; as tho greatest consumers 
we had a right to claim the principal voice 
in tho determination of this important matter. 

The resolution was put and carried unani- 
mously with acclamation. 

Mr L Franklin huving been called forward 
moved ; ''That a o nitnittee of live be ap- 
pointed to frame and circulate a petition 
addressed to His Excellency tho Governor, 
praying that the question of tho sent of 
government bo immediately settled in favor 
of Victoria." lie though' tho resolution a 
very proper and modest one, as it was for 
the' purpose of asking lor what already bo- 
long to us. [ boa i ] Mr Franklin concluded 
with a lew appropriate remarks on tho ques- 
tion. 

Mr C. Gowen seconded tho resolution, and 
assured the meeting that from Vancouver Is- 
land to Cariboo, outside of New Westminster, 
tho leeling was universally in lavor of Vic- 
toria being thu capital ; and when ihe peti- 
tions that were circulating up Country came 
in, no Governor would over have received 
anything so unanimous [applause] Mr 
Gowen concluded by a humorous allusion to 
his first visit to Langley and thu navigation 
of the Franer river sand heads. 

Mr Gibba was loudly demanded, and was 
led to tho platform by Dr Helmcken, amid 
loud applause. Ho thanked the meeting (or 
the honor dona him, expressed his sympathy 
with tho object in view, urged unity in its 
accomplishment, and made a lew general re 
marks couched in choice nnd flowery Ian 
guage which mot with great and deserved 
applau'e. 

Mr Ring came forward nnd m.ido a low 
pertinent remarks, urging upon the meeting 
to unite — union being strength — and send 
forward a monster petition to advance the 
object for wbioh they had been called 
together. The learned gentleman's brief ad- 
dress was well received. 

The third resolution was carried unanim- 
ously, 

Mr Cochrane came forward and moved the 
fourth resolution, viz. : 

Resolved,— That Uowichon, Nanaimo, nnd 
Oomox bo solicited to join in petitioning His 
Excellency the Governor to make Victoria 
the seat of Government. 

Mr Cochrane said it was perfectly evident 
that the leeling to-night \va:i unanimously in 
favor ol Victoria as the capital of the United 
Colonies. Was it uot Victoria capital and 
enterprise that built the roads in the interior'? 
aye, and cleared the site ol New Westmin- 
ster itself 1 |applause| He held in his hand 
a Government Gazelle of 1859, which con- 
tained a list of purchasers of lots at Queens- 
borough, by far the largest number ot whom 
were Victorians who invested Victoria capi- 
tul there. Mr Cochrane alluded to the 
arguments of the papers at New Westmin- 
ster in lavor of 'lie capitul being maintained 
there. One of tho editors cltdrne I the seat of 
Government because Now Westminster had 
organised a rifle enrps to repel the Fenians [a 
laugh], and another editor cluimed that the 
capita! bad been permanently located there 
by law [laughter]. Why. by that rule of 
reasoning, the detunct town of Langley had 
the best right to ihe capital, as it was first 
fixed there [cry of ■ good'J. The majority ot 
taxpayers ut New Westminster preler that 
the capital shall be at Victoria, and only a 
small minority asked that il bo retained at 
the former place. A petition from Victoria 
alone would lose its ellecl ; but the whole of 
Vancouver I-dand and the greater part of 
British Columbia would join in asking for 
the change, and fuoh a pclilion should carry 
weight wMh the Governor an 1 Council ; but 
if it fuiled there, its weight would befell 
elsewhere. 

.Mr Drake seconded the motion made by 
Mr. Cochr. ne. New Westminster had 
grown from a [dace of stumps to one of 
open ground — nothing more. | A laogh] 
The capital question wa3 not a mercenary 
one — il was one which involved Ihe public 



when a Government measure conflicted with 
the intorests of the people, but bo should ho 
glad to see his Worship in tho Council. 

Mr Gibbs did not npprehend any conflict 
of interests, nnd thought that after Ihe com- 
pliment paid by tho Government in appoint- 
ing tho Chicl Magistrate ot tho city, who was 
the choieo ot tho people, that his Worship's 
presence in the Council was udvisablo, ood 
might be productive of much good. 

After a few words from tho mover tho 
motion passed without dissent. 

Tho Mayor said ho was appointed as a 
British Columbia magistrate and not as 
Mayor. It appeared to bo tho wish of tho 
Council that he should go to the Council and 
bo would therefore accept tho appointment, 
although ho Bhouid much prefer remaining 
here and could only go at great personal 
sucrifice, but he believed tibe interests of the 
city required that we shou d muster all tho 
force at oommand, and ho look tho opportu- 
nity of saying that ho should take his Beat 
thero perfectly independent of the Govern- 
ment, and should lend his voice and vote 
wholly on the side of tho Island members in 
all matters Bfleeling tho interests of this 
constituency.

This was a 6uit instituted in equity ngaiust 
MoHugh und Zinn to set nside a certain 
deed of mortgage made in 1801 by Vereydhen 
to McHugh lor SC000, on the ground of a 
material alteration in the deed ot mortgage 
after execution and registration. Zinn was 
made a party to the suit in consequence of 
his huving purchased tho properly Irom the 
mortgagee McHugh. Mr Pujol was a 
second mortgagee of the part admitted to 
have been mortgaged, and claimi d to be llrsl 
mortgagee of tho remainder. Tho matter in 
dispute was whether :">7 feet or 120 feet on 
Douglas street was really mortgaged lo 
MoHugh.

Napoleon Seeking" au Anti-Russian 
Alliance and Agitation in Poland. 

(Berlin Cor. uf tho London Times.) 
Tho language of tho Ifussiun Government 
press in regard to the rising Rhudow of the 
Eastern question is becoming so violont thnt 
it behooves me to notice it. While the offi- 
cial and semi-official papers ol St. Petersburg 
are encouraging the insurgents, speakiog ol 
the overthrow of Turkey us a necessary and 
indeed, imminent event, their Warsaw co- 
temporaries have opened a regular campaign 
aiiain t any Powers suspected ol boing inimi- 
cal to Russian aggrandisement. Abovoall 
others Austria and France come in for a fair 
shato ol their wrath. On Russia's preseol 
relations with Austria I intend soon to en- 
large more fully j but what the Czar's Gov« 
ernment thinks of French policy at this 
moment, notwithstanding its apparent re- 
serve, will lie seen tiom Ihe lollowing : 

The Russki Denevmk, a Warsaw Govern- 
ment paper, in ihe Russian language, intend- 
ed to give tlio appropriate tone to the 
Kussiau civil and military service in Poland, 
among many articles ot a similiar bias con^ 
tains ihe annexed correspondence from 'Paris : 
Even before his departure from Constanti- 
nople the Marquis de Moustior began hostile 
operations against Russia. He has forbid- 
den tho Forlu to cede some islands in the 
Mediterranean to Russia and tho United 
Slules. At the same time a grc. l intimacy 
is represented to have sprung up between 
France and Russia — a statement, it is 
thought, designedly made to conceal the 
intention existing at Paris ol conclud- 
ing an alliance svith Ru-sia or England. 
Some loreign papers, it is true, finding a 
man like M. Lesseps in the field, recom- 
mending a Franco. Russian league, remember 
that such un alliance might bo in the mter- 
est of France, if she had at ull intended to 
solve the Eastern question. However this 
may be, certain it is that ihe recovery of the 
Aya Sophia would redound to tho glory ni 
Christ, ndotn, and that foreigners, unacquain- 
ted with the Greek religion, are incompetent 
lo lorm a judgment upon the Eastern ques- 
tion. II Russia becomes the master ol the 
Bulgarian;, Bosnians, and Albanians, she 
will derive as little advantage from their al- 
h-gia ice as ooes Turkey. She will guarantee 
itieni their religion ami nationality, but they 
are too poor lo enrich Russia, nor will they 
render her armies more victorous than at 
present. It is not Russia who has revived 
the Uiiental difficulty, but that difficulty has 
revived itself. The Paris Congress having 
been unablo to settle it, did not more than 
oauso its adjustment to bo dalerred, There 
is no particular ocuteness required to proph- 
esy that Turkey, perhaps, will have ceased 
to exist six months hence. Everybody now- 
adays acknowledges that in the whole course 
of history a more absurd Government than 
the Ottoman never held sway. But the 
Eastern question is not confined to ono lo 
calny only ; by the piercing of the Isthmus 
of Suoz it will be removed from thu Bosphor- 
us to India." 

Tne iiiuendo thrown out in the first sen- 
tences ot this exlracl is im roved upon by 
the other Government paper of Warsaw, 
Dzinnsk Wanzawski, which, being written in 
the vernacular of the country, is mount fur 
ihe instruction of ttie native portion of Pol- 
ish society. The Paris correspondent of tho 
Dzienndc nays ; "I am frequently asked why 
tbe Dnevnik (the Warsaw paper in Russian 
above quoted) has lately began to attack 
Fiance. Probably it has convinced itself 
that the Polish worm gnawing at the entrails 
ot Russia is led by France, la it decent, is 
it becoming lor thu Poles to allow the Humes 
ol dissatisfaction to bo fanned by foreign fuel 
and tu serve as scapegoats to all tbe French 
uuibassios that will lake them in 't Russia 
progresses with gigantic strides. It id mad 
infatuation to dream of stopping her onward 
march. Proud of her richos and intelligence, 
ovory one of us rejoices to be called Russian. 
Franco, throwing impediments in our wuy 
ami desirous of marling our development, for- 
gots flow much Russian money finds ils way 
into her cullers in exchange for the products 
ol tier 'Brummagem civilization." 

From the fact of such sentiments being 
officially propagated among the dominant us 
well as tbe subject race of our neighboring 
empire, it is, perhaps, not rash to conclude 
that tho Russian Government think they 
have reusou to look forward to foreign com- 
plications, against which it would he belter 
lo prepare publioopinion at once. True, the 
habit ol intemperate thought and language, 
so characteristic of tlio Soliivo, may be ob- 
served also in the official publications of tho 
Governments, which, therefore, must not ho 
taken tor moru ihan ihoy aro worth, fti tho 
present instance, however, there is such 
njaikod unanimity and porsovorunco in tho 



attitude of tho inspired press that the proba- 
bility of their perorations being based upon 
fuels, is, it must bo owned, greatly increased. 
Indeed, I wan a few days ago in a position 
lo communicate certain intelligence calculat- 
ed to corroborate tho misgivings alarming 
the Russian mind. 

Tho Saturday Review thus briefly defines 
tholibeity of tlio Press in France ; " Any 
Frenchman may establish a newspaper, pro- 
viced ho says nothing about politics, but 
confines himself to reporting scandalous 
arocdolos and relating delicate stories."
